Fast how that spow-plow came to 
leavé the track, and how it managed to 
disappear without attracting the at- 
tention of the engineer or fireman on 
the logomotive behind it is a mystery 
that no one on the Canadian Paeific 
has ever been able to solve. 

More frequently the down trip was 
the exciting one in.spite of innumerable 
precautions Three or four safety 
switches were set in the main line, 
which*were never opened until the en- 
gineer signaled that he was coming in 
good order at a speed less than eight 
miles an hour. By these switches a 
train exeeeding the limit was turned on 
to short lines up. the mountain side, 
where wrecks could take place without 
hindering traffic, but. the circumstances 
of their operation were not always fore- 
seen.

The engine was already 
reversing in order to use the water- 
brakes; when steam was admitted to 
the cylinders the drivers began to spin 
impotently backward, thus increasing 
their holding power as the engine shot 
down the mountain at a speed which 
increased every instant. The conductor 
and brakeman lost no time in following 
the example of the engineer and fire- 
man by disembarking with more celer- 
ity than dignity. As everything had 
been done that could be done, it. would 
have been folly not to jump.

SAMUEL JUHNSON ON SIMPLIFIED 
SPELLING 


T)\R. SAMUEL JOHNSON (1709-1784) 
expressed himself on the subject 
of spelling reform in the follow- 

ing words, printed in the preface of 

his dictionary: 

‘‘In examining the orthography of 
any doubtful word, the mode of spelling 
by which it is inserted in the series 
of the dictionary is to be considered as 
that to which I give, perhaps not often 
rashly, the preference. . In thid’ 
part of the work, where caprice has 
long wantoned without eontrol, and 
vanity sought praise by petty reforma- 
tion, | have endeavored to proceed with 
a scholar’s reverence for antiquity, and 
a grammarian’s regard to the _ 
of our tongue. I have attempted few 
alterations, and among those few, per- 
haps the greatest part is from the 
modern to the ancient practise; and I 
hope I may be allowed to recommend to 
those whose thoughts have been, per- 
haps, employed too anxiously on verbal 
singularities, not to disturb, upon nar- 
row views, or for minute propriety, ths 
orthography of their fathers. It haa 
been asserted that for the law to be 
known is of more importance that to be 
right. . 

‘<This recommendation of ‘steadiness 
and uniformity se not proeeed from 
an opinion that particular combinations 
of letters have much influence on human 
happiness; or that truth may not be suc 
cessfully taught by modes of spelling 
fanciful and erroneous. | am pot yet so 
lost in lexieography as to ferget that 
words are the daughters of earth, and 
that things are the sgns of heaven. 
Language is only the instrument of 
science, and words are signs of ideas; 
I wish, however, that the instrument 
might be less apt to decay, and that the 
signs might be permanent.’’ 


GBOWN BY ELECTRICITY 


JOR many years it was thought that 
poe required intervals of rest 
rom the light, just as people, and 
that their growth was facilitated by it; 
but some years ago Siemens performed 
ap experiment whieh disproved this 
theory. It alse showed the effect of the 
electric light on plant growth during 
daytime. Siemens put two enormous 
electric arcs of about five thousand 
candle power in his greenhouse. He 
planted wheat, pease, beans, barley, 
oats, cauliflower, different varieties of 
berries, and some flowering plants, He 
found that effects favorably compar 
able with sunlight were produced on 
the plants without exception—that the 
green constituent of all vegetables was 
produced, and that fruit and vegetables 
rich jo flavor and lauseious in taste were 
grown. He found that if the plants 
were subjected to the sunlight during 
the winter day and electrie light during 
the night, the growth was much hastea- 
ed and the fruit produced at an earlier 
date. The green constituent, which is 
kuown as chlorophyll, is necessary to 
the vigorous growth of plants. If no 
light reaches a plant after it is about 
half-grown the leaves turn white and 
the plant dies—unless, of course, it be 
@ plant grown in the dark, which will 
have white leaves anyhow.

injurious in not few cases 
through the power of sugyestion 

The great majority of the per 
sons whose organs at the close of 
their lives bear signs of tubercular 
lesions do not die of tuberculosis 
Very many never knew they had 
it. What had happened was that 
et some period they had been 
somewhat “run down,” but had re- 
covered from the attack, either be- 
cause of strong constitutions or 
fortanste physical surroundings, 
without once suspecting the real 
nature of their trouble.

Alberta’s Arable Land. 

It may not be generally known 
that inthe province of Alberta 
there is more arable land than in 
any other province in the Domin- 
ion, Mr. Archibald Blue, chief 
officer of the census department, 
has prepared a report which shows 
that there are 96,453,000 acres of 
arable land in Alberta; 98,655,000 
in Baskatehewan; 656,450,000 in 
Ontario; 43,745,000 in Quebec;

THE DUNSMUIR INTERESTS ON 
VANCOUVER ISLAND 


Mines to be Extended 


HE Hon. James Dunsmuir, who has 
.sold the entire coal holdings on 
Vaneonver Island to Mr. Witliam 

Mackenzie, President of the Canad‘an 
Northern Railway, bas been describing 
to an interviewer how his father built 
he Esquimalt and Nanaimo © Railway. 
He himself, he said, often worked four- 
teen or fifteen hours a day in the mines, 
‘*Since father’s death,’’ he proceeded, 
“‘T have opened out the Comox Mines, 
built: coke ovens, opened the Unions 
Mine, started before his death, opened 
the Extension Mines, and. developed 
them to what they are today. 1 alse 
med the Alexandra Mine, The ‘ship 

ng mine at Wellington was putting 
out-1,000 tons a day at the déath of my 
father. The mines today are putting 
out. 3,500 tons of coala day. There has 
been more development since 1889 than 
here...wan prior ‘to’ it. 

‘“Sinte the death o brother «1 
1900 I have had charge of the entire 
nterests, My first action was to buy 
out the four San Francisco shareholders 
who bad a half-interest in the railway 
and the. Comox Mines... I paid them 
$1,500,000 for their share. This crippled 
me for cash tor the business for a time, 
but I did not regret the step. T sold 
the E. and N. Railway to the C.P.R., 
three years ago, for $3,000,000, the land 
going with it, reserving the coal rights. 
[ have finally sold these to Mt. Macken- 
zie. | have done my part and helped 
to bu'ld up British Columbia, and es 
pecially Vancouver Island. Now I'm 
going to enjoy myself.’' 

Extensions and improvements costing 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000, 
which wil] quadruple the present eapac 
ity, and when complete give employ 
ment to 5,000 additional men, are to be 
varried ont at the Comox and Extension 
Mines. The present output of the mines 
is about 600,000 tons a year. When the 
improvements and additions in question 
are effected close upon 2,500,000 tons 
will be produced yearly, According to 
the present determination of the com- 
pany, four new mines will shortly be 
opened, two at Comox and two at Ex 
tension. The shipping facilities will be 
increased as the business demands their 
growth, new wharves being constructed 
to ship the products.

The Trouble at Buck Lake. |QUR FALL FAIR 


Const. Thorne returned on Sat- 
urday from trip to Buck Lake, 
where he was investigating the re- 
port that Indians in that vicinity 
were molesting the white settlers. 
The trip oocupied over a week. 
The trouble at Buck Lake has 
arisen from the fact that a number 
of Indians have squatted on land 
around there and built shacks, and 
the land has been homesteaded by 
white settlers. When the white 
men arrive, the Indians get ugly, 
and try and make it as uncomfor- 
table as possible for the new ar- 
rivals. While some of the Indians, 
who are all treaty men, have used 
threatening language to the white 
homesteaders, no violence has been 
resorted to. Last winter the In- 
dians stole large quantities 
of hay and feed for their stock, 
but this is the extent of their de- 
predations. On arriving at Buck 
Lake Oonst. Thorne called a mass 
meeting of all the white settlers 
and Indians in the district, and 
through an interpreter gave the 
ae red men some good advice. 
He advised them to get back on 
their reserves before they got into 
trouble, and told them that if fur- 
ther reports of unruly conduct 
were sent to the police, the offen- 
ders would immediately be placed 
}in custody. His advice was taken 
by several of the Indians, and be- 
fore the constable left for home
